"What with conscription, protection, 
taxation, commercial crisisand war- 
like apprehensions, emigration from 
Germany suddenly assumes propor- 
tions exceeding anything witnessed 
for eight years past In a circular 
from Bremen I read the astonishing 
statement that six steamers leaving 
that port between the 4th and llth 
of April conveyed no fewer than 
5,800 emigrants. Between the 1st

14,000 were dispatched from Bre- 
nen, being half the total number 
who saitia during the whole of last 
summer. 80 large a number hav- 
ng embarked in ihe spring, it is to 
ie anticipated-that, during the com- 
ng anmrnfir-T-that being theprinci- 
wl etagan usually chosen—the roll 
if emigrants from the Fatherland 
will be xoexaxonled. It is to be 
remarked that the passengers are, as 
a rule! nrach better clad than those 
who left ia put yeara.

Confession of Judgment in Conrt

The appellate court of Illinois fo 


the district of Chicago decided on 
case OB Tuesday in reference to confes 
sions of judgment while court is in 
session, that will alter a practice that i 
customary, not only in Chicago, bu 
also in many of the cities tbroughou 
the state.

This practice, says the appellate 
court, renders the judgment void, lor 
the reason that the rendering of such a 
judgment in term time is a judicial acl 
that the court alone can do. The prac 
tice referred to and condemned by the 
court, has, we believe, never become 
the custom in McLean county, 
therefore the decisions will probably 
have no perceptible effect upon the 
practice of this connty.

nent Blaine -man to-day. With that 
idea in big mind, it is said that Blaine 
intends to concentrate all his forces 
there, believing that if he can capture 
the state Gen. Grant will retire from 
the contest. 


Should the General', on the otber 


hand, carry his own state, as every one, 
almost, believes he will, then Elaine's 
friends say he would gracefully with- 
draw. Even more than this is hinted.
